It should be remembered 
that trash cover farmng will prevent 
wind and water erosion and reduce 
the loss of wolsture by evaporation.

Soil Not Thoroughly Understood. 
Possibly the biggest stumbling block 
in soil conservation is the fact that 
many people think of soil as simply 
a mixture of minerals and organic 
matter, which must be cultivated in 
order to produce a crop, and which 
tracks up the kitchen in wet 
weather, Soil is indeed a mixture 
of minerals and organic matter but 

is also a living mass of tiny 
organisms. The work of these 
orcaniems is to change the raw min- 
erals and organic matter of the soil 
into plant food. Without them no 
crops could be grown, and without 
organic matter the soil organiems 
have nothing on which to live. 
Organic matter is important in 
other respects also. It enables the 
soil to absorb moisture and to re- 
tain it. It holds the soil together. 
Without organic matter and fibre 
the soil has no binding material. It 
is then at the merey of every wind 
that blows over it and every rain 
that falls upon it. ‘ 

fare Fallow Destructive, Most 
of our erosion takes place on bare 
follows. Nature always supplies a 
protective cover, We could protect 
our fields if the trash and stubble 
remaining after cropping was util- 
ized to the best advantage.
